Mr. Willis, in bis speech upon the 


occasion ol presenting bis credentials as 
minister plenipotentiary and envoy ex- 
traordinarv of tho United States to the 
provisional government of Hawaii, said: 


"1 desire to place in your hands the 


letter accreditinj; me 
as 
hi.H (Mr. 


Blonnt'f) successor. In doing this T am 
directed by the President (o give re- 
newed assurances of the friendship, in- 
terest and heartv trood will which our 
government entertains for vou and for 
the people of tliH island realm, Thu 
present advanced nivili/ation and Uliriy- 
tiaimation of vour people, together with 
your enlightened codes of law stand to- 
day beneficent monuments of American 
zeal, courage- and intelligence. ] now, 
upon behalf of thu United KLnloB of 
America, ttiulcr to your people tin- riylit 
hand oE good will, which 1 trust may be 
as lastinj- as I know it to be sincere." 


President .Dole, in reply, very kindly 


thanked him for his assurance of the 
continued friendship ot 
the United 


Stales government. Continuing be said : 
"We have become accustomed to regard 
the United Slates as our friend and allv 
and have learned to look first to her for 
help in our enu'rjjencit'H." 


At tin- conclusion of President Dole's 


remarks the credentials were presented, 
and Alberto. Willis was dulv t^a/etted 
the amlmrixttd ivprcsenlativu of the 
UniU-d Suik-s of America In the Provis- 
ional liovtjrnmenl "f Hawaii. The con- 
dmliiii: puravrrnph of the letter of cred- 
ence rcadn as follows:

The- lirst letter of any consequence 


was from President Dole to Minister 
"Willis, dated November U9, IS!).'!, asking

vise you, sir, the executive of the pro- 
visional government and your minister, 
ot the President's determination of the 
question which your action and that of 
the Queen devolve upon him, and that 
you aro expected to promptly relinquish 
to her your constitutional authority. 
And now, Mr. President and gentlemen 
of the provisional government, with u 
deep and solemn sense of the situation, 
and with the earnest hope that your an- 
swer will be inspired by that high patri- 
otism which forgets all self interest, in 
thu niimc ami by the authority of Ibo 
United States of America, 1 eulnuit UP 
vou' the question, 'Are you willing to 


ii eiit?'" 


To this most impudent ami unprece- 


dented proposition of the President of 
the United Slates to demand the-snrrun- 


er of an established government to a 
cdmct monarchv, President Dole re- 
lied that the provisional government 
-ould take the matter under considera- 
ion and submit an answer as soon as it 
•as ready. 
Four days later, on Decem- 


er 
'!',}, IN',3, President Dole sent tho 


uplv of his government to Minister Wil- 
ls. ' He cominenced by reviewing the 
alimony of Hlount, and points out its 
iscrepaneies and inaccuracies, espec- 
illy and emphatically denving the cor- 
eelneHs of each and every one of the 
negations of fact, contained in Unit 
tutement. 
He savs bis position is

J'lf thu American force illegally as- 
isli'd the revolutionists in Uiu eslablisb- 
lent of the provisional government, 
hat government is not responsible for 
H-ir wrong doing. It was purely a pri- 
ate matter for disci pi inn between l.iie 
United States gm'<M'iini«nt and 
its <>lli- 


ers. There in, 1 submit, no precedent 
n international law for the theory that 
ndi action of the American troops baa 
oifcrred upon tin: United States mi- 
hority over the internal affairs of thin 
overnment. Should il be true, as yon 
inve HUggfcfiled, that thu American j*<>v- 
rnment "made itself responsible li» thu 
iueeii, who, it ia alleged, lost her throne 
hrongh finch action, lhat is not a mat- 
er for im; to discuss, except to Hit limit 
bat if such be the eate, it is a niattisr 
or the American government and her to 
ettle between them. This government, 
i recognized sovereign power, equal in 
uithoritv with llie. United Suites' late 
governinenl and enjoying perfect dii.lo- 
natic relations with il, cannot bo de- 
stroyed by it for the sake of discharging 
ts obligations lo the Queen. 
Upon 


these grounds, Mr. Minister, in behalf of 
ny government, I respectfully protest 
igiinaltho usurpation of its authority 
is suggested by the language of y...ur 
communication." 


lie then reviews the events leadmgnp 


to and including the revolutions of 1887- 
m, giving in detail many of the in- 
quitoiiH practices of the then reigning 
sovereign, Kalakaua, and bow lie was 
idmonislmd and pleaded with to relin- 
iiiish his ruinous course, until at last 
pis acts became, unbearable and ho was 
'orced to proclaim a new constitution, 
which verv materially curtailed 
his 


roval prerogative. Also how bis sister, 
Liliuokalani, wlm succeeded him, disre- 
garded the wishes of a majority of her 
people and violated herEolemn oath to 
8 ipport the constitution of 1887, under 
which sin; became soverL-ign of the king- 
dom ; ami that In- the usurpation of l,hu 
power that belonged to the legislature 
only, shit lost her thrum! ajnl the pro- 
visional government was established. 
Continuing In 
1 sava : 


"Though the provisional jrftVf'niniiMii 


is far from being 'a gn-at power1 and 
could not long resist the forces of the 
United States in hoslileattack, we deem 
our position impregnable under all legal 
precedents. We have done our govern- 
ment no wrong; no charge of discourl- 
esv is or can be brought against us. Our 
oa'ly issue with your pi-oplu lias been 
that w« desired to ha vis them extend to 
our own distracted connlry its revered 
institutions of civil liberty, and because 
we honor its Hag we have stood ready to 
consummate a union which we belie- ve 
would be as much for the benelit of 
vonr country :\a ours. If Ibis is an 
offense we plead guilty lo it. I am in- 
structed lo inform you, Mr. Minister, 
that the provisional government, of the 
Hawaiian islands respectfully and un- 
icsitatingly decline to entertain the 
proposition of the President of the 
United States that it should surrender 
its authority to the ex-Queen." 
The provisional government still hold;

It is surprising, indeed, to find so able 


anil thoroughly independent .1 paper ai 
the Mail become the apologist, in an in- 
direct way even, of Cleveland's infam- 
ous Hawaiian policy. It is the opinion 
of TIIH KEi'i'iiucAX, shared by tens of 
thousands 
of honest Democrats, that 


the President's conduct on this question 
can no more be paliated or excused than 
win his nnmillment of the silver pur- 
chase law or his interference with the 
operation of the exclusion act. 


So far as Stevens' action is concerned, 


the statement that he interfered on be- 
lialf of the provisional government be- 
fore it wag actually instituted is just as 
explicitly and strenuously denied on the 
one bund as it is allirmed on the other.

the whole country to shame. Even if 
Minister Stevens was over zealous in his 
support of the provisional government,

down, sneaking attack upon a friendly 
government, and surely we are entitled 
to expect as high a BCIISC cf honor in the 
President as we are in a minister to a 
foreign country.

EDUCATION. 


A Belief That it is Not Carried Far 


Enough. 


EniToit KKiTnLirAx:—In these days of 


agitation of public questions pertaining 
to tliO policy of government, and in 
which we hear eo much gaid about Uie 
finances, Irampa, criminals, plutocrats, 
and the various tbeoriea presented to 


reform and amend them, 1 think the 
whole problem might bo greatly einipli- 
i'.i'd by using Ires party demagogy and 
putting a few simple facts together that 
till could very «iajly understand. A£- 
suming that all the- "aforenamed things 
or rlnsEt's im» evil, then we have only 
before us the question of ti remedy. 
In 


peeking this we could use no simpler 
plan than to inquire as to what has been 
and is still the object sought by the na- 
tion to attain as to,the character and 
condition of the people. 


1'erliaps the most impressive point of 


explanation of all others is found in our 
si'liool system. It needs no argument 
to nrove"tin1 devotion of the people U» 
their children snid their future; a sim- 
ple reference to the enormous sum an- 
nualy spent to uphold free schools tells 
the whole story that this paternalism, 
which is BO unk'ltish, which provides for 
the education of the poor as well us the 
rich, is sustained is apparent. 
It ie 


thus seen that the point of divergence 
in public policy begins at the time of 
the graduation of th« children, when: 
they must meet life on their own ae- 
count. It has been found that man} 
are notable to meet this demand, evei. 
with n good education acquired from the 
text books. It is found that pome of 
them drive street ears, shovel dirt in 
swamps and vile ditches, and many of 
them licg from door to door as common 
tramps. 


Jf the doctrine of paternalism is good 


until the text hook is learned, is there 
not good evidence that the discharge 
from it at this juncture is premature? 
The man that fails after he has been ed- 
ucated, shows a loss of all that has been 
invested in him in education. If he can 
he carried forward to a point of patern- 
alism extended further than that, he 
will become a factor of creating wealth 
or a success, which is very important; 
as to fail, not only shows a loss of tirst 
expense, but afterwards as a tramp and 
very likely it criminal. 


This subject is very expansive and 


space will not allow me to dwell here, 
but will use this merely to index future 
action that will correspond consistently 
with our first steps in dealing with the 
child of the future. In order to draw 
clear views of the subject we must fol- 
low the child to old age in result of pol- 
icies U> govern him. Our ideal is that 
of a man who enters life nt 25, with 
about twenty-live years before him of 
production, in which he lays by a com- 
petence in some degree for old age. The 
assurance of ability to do this is needed, 
to jnrirantee that he may marry and 
lake the hill responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. 


In the discussion of this question I 


have not assumed that our policy of free 
schools is either good or bad ; but, as- 
suming that nearly all people believe it 
is gootT. 1 merely wish to suggest some 
things that are needed to miike the free 
school ido:i <*O!is=isi<?nt. First, it is poor 
policy to expend money on a theorv and 
not complete it; second, the child has 
not attained his majority until he is 
competent to act the part, of manhood; 
third, inasmuch as he must have the 
means to Detail education he must also 
have the chance and means tu earn a 
living; fourth, if he is a subject of public 
care and paternalism until he is eelf- 
ciistaining, then he is. subject to public, 
discipline until he has Itecome self-sup- 
porting. 


V*'B have now laid out a policy for the 


treatment of the "minor" that is eaid 
by all io be right in principle. To carry 
this out tu a consistent end as a policy 
of the government will bring UK in front 
of some radical changes. In the first 
place It would necessitate a policy of 
living tlie candidate for citi/.eneliip a 
;hancu for a home on terms thai lie 
:ould pay it out without much risk of 
'orfeitiiri-. 


In order to do this it would be neces- 


eary to subject all monopoly in money 
noiiey and land by private men to that 
of a public pol ry. In short, it reduces 
us lo the policy of equality in the oppur- 
.unity to maintain or gain a living.

How Ho Again Misled the 


Offlcors.

No Trace of Evans Found There. 


Cliilders' Mythical En- 


counter. 


Sheriff Scott and posse, .who left BO 


hastily for Goshen on a special engine 
Saturday night, returned yesterday, and 
wero us disgusted and indignant as it is 
possible for men lo be who have been 
led on ii wild goose chase. Again tbe 
ollicers bad pinned 
their 
faith 
to 


Marion Childers, and again he deceived 
them. 


About two weeks ago Cliilders, who 


has a weird and wonderful record as a 
detective, 
came to Phil Scott—bia 


brother, the sheriff, being in the moun- 
tains—and told Phil that he was ac- 
quainted with all the inside particulars 
of Evans' escape, and knew where Ev- 
ans and Morrcll were then hiding. He 
said two irfcn beside Morrell had assist- 
ed Evans to escape, one of them being 
named Auburn. 


Childers also offered, if furnished 


with a posse, to take thorn directly to 
where the bandits were in biding. He 
eaid they bad been there ever since 
Evans' escape, and had never gone to 
tlie bills at all. The people up there 
(meaning Deinastors and others), Chil- 
ders claimed, were misleading the sher- 
iff's posse in order to give Evans time 
to rest and recuperate/ 


The tale was so plausible that Chil- 


ders was given a posse, and the oflicers 
started out to where Evans and his 
partner were supposed to be hiding— 
n the barn 011 Frank Dusy's place, 
near Soluia. The of litters made a thor- 
ough search of the premises, and of 
course did not find the bandits, who 
had in fact never been there. Tbe 
ollicers were angry enough at that time 
to give Childers :i thumping. 


About a week ago Childera came for- 


ward with another story that took the 
olliccra' breath away. Ho stated that 
he knew of an organised gang of rob- 
bers, of which Evans and Morrell bad 
become members, with headquarters in 
TuhiH:. It was the intention of this 
gang to attempt to hold up a train and 
also to plunder the Hunk of Selma. 


Hawkehaw Childers claimed he knew 


vbere the gang had its rendezvous—a 
ihort distance below Goalien, at Tal- 
mage's cabin—ami, regardless of possi- 
ble terrible consequences to himself, 
offered to get in with the- gang and be- 
tray its members into the hands of the 
ollicers if his transportation and other 
expenses were paid by the sheriff. 


Childers was so earnest and seemed 


BO indifferent to danger that Sheriff 
Scott's brother agreed to the plan. 
Childera left thu city on Wednesday, 
liaving been supplied with a good Iwo- 
horse team from the City livery stablee. 
He reported to the sheriff's ollici; by 
mail every day, the letlerH being of a 
very encouraging nature. He told how 
cleverly lie was (hiding out all tbe plans 
of the gang, and bad almost decided 
liow lo act in order lo capture them 
without difliculty. 


Last Friday word was received from 


Dhilders that the trap was almost ready 
Lo spring and Sheriff Scott was sent for, 
lie being assured it was a sure thing 
this time. Tlic sheriff arrived last Sat- 
urday evening, and the remainder of the 
story is perhaps best told in bis own 
words. 
"When 1 got here," said Sheriff Scott, 


"T found Ihe boys greatly excited. Chil- 
derH cent up word he had seen Chris 
Evans and Morrell. Tbe former, he 
eaid, was at Talmage's cabin—in fact, 
Childt-rs claimed to have been with 
Chris four or live days, and wtated that 
Llliria was laid up with the rheumatism. 
He could locale him any time. The 
telephone was worked between here ami 
Hanford, and later in the evening I re- 
ceived word to come down at once with 
a posse. 


"1 immediately went to Ihe depot to 


eiigngi; r. special engine, and then sum- 
moned a posse. About half an hour 
after the llrst message had been re- 
ceived another came over the telephone 
stating Ohildershad had encounter with 
Evans and Morrell, who shot him. The 
message also asked me not to come 
down. Instead of heeding this sut-gcfi- 
lion I telephoned lo the sheriff of Kings 
county to meet me at Gusben with a 
a posee, after which 1 left Fresno for 
that place with my posse on the special 
engine I bad ordered. 


'When we arrived at Goslien we met 
ililern tbfi-c. 
1 Mpltoil him what he 


knew, but he didn't appear lo lie able 


explain himself very well. He said 


be could m.t locate the cabin in which 
Kvans had been ^topping, as it was too 
ilark, he having- gnno there from an- 
other direction. As for tbe movements 
of the bandits, he claimed to have been 
wilh them all the time. He reiterated 
Ihe statement thai. Evans had bad u had 
attack of rheumatism and said that 
Talmage, nt whose cabin Evans bad 
been stopping, was at home when Evans 
was there. 
"He further told mcthathc, Headloy, 


a brother of Elmo Ilcadley, and two 
fast women had left Hanford Friday for 
Talmage's cabin. 
Evans and Morrell 


wero yearning for the society of ladies 
and Cbilders obligingly brought tho 
girls over from llanford. The party re- 
turned to Tu'are at ft in the afternoon 
and got back to llanford at 10 p.m., 
where Childors spent tbe night. 


"The next day, Saturday, at 2 o'clock 


Cbildcra loft Hanford in his team for 
Goshen, and on the road met a man 
whom Ghilders names Tex. Tex told 
Cliilders to be at Goahen in the even- 
ing, as some officers would be down on 
tho train. Cbildera went to Goslien, 
but tbe officers did not come. He then 
drove away from the station, and it was 
at the crossing a short distance below 
Unit his terrible encounter with Morrcll 
and Tex took place. He said they shot 
the buggy full of boles and another shot 
bit one of the horses, which ran away, 
throwing htm from tbe buggy. 
"I listened to this tale, and as he could 


not find Talmage's at night, we waited 
and started out early in the morning. 
The result of my investigation on every 
hand convinced me Childers bad misled 
us almost in every parlicnlar. 
lie 


found the' Talmage cabin with some dif- 
ficulty, and instead of being a two-room 
affair, it bad but one little room. He 
showed us where he had tied np the 
team the day before, when be and 
Headley brought the girls to the place, 
but we could not distinguish the slight- 
est trace of buggy trucks. 


"We then went to Hanford and I had 


llea^ley taken into custody,as 1 wanted 
lo interview him. 
I visited the two 


women whom Cbilders said be had 
taken to Evans and Morrell and ques- 
tioned each separately. 
They told a 


stniight .story, Haying they had not been 


ut Talmago's cabin and had seen neither 
Evans nor Morrell. They went with 
Cbilders from llanford to Goslien on 
Friday, from there t" Tulare, whence 
they returned to llanford. 1 afterwards 
examined Headley and lie substantiated 
the girls' story. 


"As for Childers' encounter with Tex 


and Morrell, I am positive nothing of 
tbe kind ever 
occurred. 
1 believe 


Childers did the shooting himself. Tho 
buggy top has four bullet holes in it, 
made probably by two bullets, and one 
of thu horses was shot in' thu left Hank 
about four inches from tho hip, the bul- 
let lodging near the third rib on the 
other Bide. The animals ran away, and 
the wounded horse finally fell dead 
about one and a half miles from Han- 
ford. I hud an autopsv nnulo on Hie 
nninml.'* 


Sheriff Scott 
was uncertain what 


action to take against Childera. He was 
very indignant and decided upon pun- 
ishing Childers if it could be done. Tbe 
ollicers who accompanied Scott share 
bis views and are as anxious as the 
sheriir himself to have Cliilders pun- 
ished. It is not casv to lull what the 
fellow's object wns'in misleading the 
sheriff. 
&iiiiu believe be merely wished 


to pose as a hero, while others do not 
hesitate to say he did it for the purpose 
of playing into the hands of Evans and 
Morrell. 


The remaining members of Sheriff 


Scott's posse arrived from the mount- 
ains Sunday evening and Evans and 
MorroH have tho field to themselves. 
It is not to be supposed for an instant, 
however, that the sheriff lias abandoned 
the bunt, but what his p'ans are no one 
may know. 


A story is'going the rcunds that Mrs. 


Jim Ilutchinson has been in personal 
communication with Evans nnd Morrell, 
but it receives no credence from either 
officers or others. It is statec that Mrs. 
Ilutchinson left Fresno for Travcr last 
Thursday evening, and met the bandits 
thereon Friday, returning on Saturday 
with a note from Morrell for n friend 
here. It appears that Mrs. Hntcbinson, 
wlio returned Saturday, really told this 
story to several people, but her very 
willingness to talk so freely is believed 
by the officers to be an indication that 
her story is really intcn^gl to mislead 
them, it is quite probable, however, 
that she lias communicated with the 
bandits through some friends, or has 
tried to do so. Mrs. HutchinBon'a story, 
by the way, may aid Urn-prosecution in 
the case against her husband. 


Her account of the meeting with th6 


bandits conflicts with statements of1 
persons in the 
mountains who saw 


Evans and Morrell. For instance, she; 
gays Morrell had blue marks on his facrf" 
where he was hurt by the team in which 
he aiul Evans attempted to make :tbeir 
escape from Fresno. A rancher 'in.' the 
mountain who uaw Morrell Kiiid that 
person had no marks whatever on his 
face.

The old saying that no man can tell 


what a mule or a jury will do was never 
better illustrated than in the case of li. 
II. Boron, on trial in Judge Webb's 
department yesterday on a charge of 
forgery. 


The evidence wan thill in Auyiiaf, lust 


II. II. lioren presented at the Fanners" 
IJank of Fresno u check for $950, pur- 
porting to be signed by B. II. Boren. 


I The cheek was paid, and young Boren 


immediately left for New York city, 
where lie hud negotiated for tlic pur- 
chase of a large sum of counterfeit 
money. The result of that trip is best 
told in the language of the defendant, 
who went on tho stand in his own be- 
iair. Hbanid: 
"I got in communication with them, 


and they said that they had in their 
possession a lot of money printed from 
plates stolen from the government, and 
the bills could not be told from tho gen- 
uine artilo. When I got there I found 
thenfin a small room just where they 
said they would be, mid they showed me 
n large amount of money. 


"I bargained for $12,500 worth, giving 


for it $700. The money was done up in 
11 package, and after signing a receipt -I 
carried it to the express ollice and sent 
it to Fresno. 1 came homo, but on tak- 
ing my package from the express ollico I 
found instead of the money a brick. The 
next day I left Fresno for Uukerslleld, 
where 1 was arrested." 


lioren also stated ho bad been in part- 


nership with bib father, but that was 'in 
1884. Latterly be had been keeping bis 
father's books and making collections. 


The father, whose name was signed to 


the check, said it waa a forgery, and 
that bis son hud no right or authority to 
draw on his bank account for any sum. 
The bank officials told bow they recov- 
ered $375 of the money and got security 
for the balance. 


The defense was that Boren did not 


intend to commit forgery, but meant to 
replace the money upon his return from 
New York. Thu bold swindle perpe- 
trated upon him there, whereby he waa 
induced to pay $700 fora brick instead of 
the $12,500 in counterfeit money he bar- 
gained for, interfered with his design, 
and he could not repay the money gut 
on the cheek. 


The jury evidently sympathyxed with 


the defendant in the swindle thai lias 
cost him thu loss of the money so easily 
got, and as a rebuke lo the prosecution, 
who was trying to convict a man who 
only committed forgery to get means to 
buy counterfeit money with, put tho 
stamp of their disapproval upon the 
matter, and said that the defendant was 
not guilty.

Assistant District Attorney Wuleur and 
the defendant by F. II. Short and J. C. 
Delicti. -
